El Gobierno de California buscará en las urnas aprobar un paquete 
de medidas de emergencia para acabar con su ingente déficit, un referén- 
dum planteado como la última baza de Arnold Schwarzenegger antes de 
adoptar soluciones drásticas. El próximo 19 de mayo, los californianos 
votarán seis proposiciones económicas acordadas en febrero por el 
Gobernador Schwarzenegger y los legisladores estatales con las que 
se quiere equilibrar el maltrecho presupuesto de este estado que podría 
alcanzar una deuda de 40,000 millones de dólares en 2010. 

En caso de aprobarse, el plan supondría 6,000 millones de dólares 
más para las arcas públicas para el ejercicio fiscal 2009-2010 (que 
comienza en julio) y hasta 17,000 millones de dólares más con vista al 
año 2013. La principal fuente de ingresos extra sería la lotería estatal, 
que se remodelaría para hacerla más atractiva para los ciudadanos y 
el ahorro temporal en gastos de servicios sociales para la infancia y 
los enfermos mentales. 

La iniciativa que más expectación despertó fue la 1A, que serviría 
para incrementar el ahorro público en época de bonanza mediante 
el desvió del 12.5% del superávit a un fondo para épocas difíciles. 
Además, esta propuesta ampliaría las recientes subidas provisionales 
de impuestos al consumo y la renta hasta 2013. 

La propuesta 1B asignaría pagos anuales a colegios afectados 
por los últimos recortes presupuestarios y entraría en vigor a partir de 
2011-2012, lo que ayudaría a consolidar un ahorro a corto plazo. 

La 1C presentará la modificación del sistema de loterías estatales 
para mejorar la recaudación en los sorteos estatales, una propuesta que, 
según algunos críticos, incitará al juego. Las autoridades darían más 
premios y mejorarían la promoción de la lotería y pedirían un préstamo 
de 5.000 millones de dólares sobre la base de los futuros ingresos con 
el fin obtener liquidez a corto plazo. 

Las proposiciones 1D y 1E conllevarían en caso de aprobarse el 
desvío de fondos destinados al desarrollo de la infancia y a programas 
de salud mental durante los próximos cinco y dos años, respectiva- 
mente, a otros usos sociales y a equilibrar el presupuesto. Las malas 
perspectivas ofrecidas por los sondeos conocidos hasta la fecha han 
llevado a las autoridades a lanzar mensajes de alerta a la población 
para que no se tome la votación a la ligera. EFE 
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The California budget needs your vote

Besides attracting worldwide 
attention, causing statewide layoffs, 
and implementing cuts on education 
the California budget deficit put a 
spotlight on aspects within the bud- 
get that may or may not need some 
reworking. The following are sum- 
maries of the propositions that will 
appear in the California statewide 
election on Tuesday May 19th. 

Prop 1A: “Rainy Day” Bud- 
get Stabilization Fund 

The CA General Fund currently 
puts 5% aside in a “Rainy Day” ac- 
count. Prop 1A wants more restric- 
tions on withdrawals from this ac- 
count and an increase in the amount 
deposited to 12.5% to save for future 
economic downturns, or to use in 
a declared emergency leaving the 
remainder to be made available to 
fund education, infrastructure, and 
debt repayment. 

Prop 1B: Education Funding 
on Payment Plan 

If Proposition 1A is not ap- 
proved by the voters, the provisions 
of Prop 1B would not go into effect. 
Prop 1B sets up a repayment plan 
to ensure California schools, cur- 
rently ranked 47th in the nation in 
per pupil spending, and community 
colleges are paid back $9.3 billion, 
a part of what they are owed as a 
result of budget cuts. 

Prop 1C: Lottery Moderniza- 
tion Act 

Under Proposition 1C, pay- 
ments from the state General Fund 
to educational institutions would 
increase and lottery profits will 
no longer be paid to educational 
institutions. The proposition calls 
for an overhaul of the California 
Lottery to attract more revenue 
from which the state can borrow by 
improving marketing, management 
and increasing payouts.

Prop 1D: Children’s Services 
Funding 

This measure amends the Cali- 
fornia Children and Families Act, 
which makes the First 5 program 
possible, temporarily allowing 
Proposition 10 revenues to be used 
to fund other state health and hu- 
man services programs for children 
up to age five. Of the redirected 
funds, which would be subject to 
appropriation by the Legislature, 
$54 million would come from state 
commission funds and $214 million 
from local commission funds. 

Prop 1E: Mental Health 
Funding on Temporary realloca- 
tion 


Amends the Mental Health Ser- 
vices Act for the temporary redirec- 
tion of some Proposition 63 funds, 
from mental health programs under 
that act to pay for mental health 
services for children and young 
adults provided through the Early 
and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, 
and Treatment Program. 

Prop 1F: Elected Officials” 
Salaries. Prevents Pay Increases 
During Budget Deficit Years 

Prevents elected Members of 
the Legislature and Statewide Con- 
stitutional Officers, including the 
Governor, from receiving pay raises 
in years when the state is running a 
deficit.

Colom asegura que no renunciará 


El Presidente de Guatemala, Álvaro Colom, aseguró que no re- 
nunciará, pese a la aparición de un vídeo en el que es acusado de haber 
consentido el asesinato del abogado Rodrigo Rosenberg. Durante una 
entrevista con la cadena de televisión CNN en español recogida por 
medios locales, Colom sostuvo desde la capital guatemalteca que es 
el más interesado en “llegar al fondo de esta tragedia y dar con los 
autores materiales e intelectuales” del asesinato, el pasado 10 de mayo, 
de Rosenberg, de 47 años. El jurista fue asesinado en la capital guate- 
malteca y días después se divulgó un vídeo que había grabado antes de 
fallecer en el que responsabiliza a Colom y a la esposa del mandatario, 
Sandra Torres, de planificar su muerte. 

Rosenberg mantiene en la grabación que temía por su vida por 
haber sido abogado del empresario Khalil Mussa y de su hija Marjorie 
Mussa, también asesinados el pasado 14 de abril en la capital guate- 
malteca. Según su testimonio, Mussa, quien formaba parte de la junta 
directiva del Banco de Desarrollo Rural (Banrural), de capital mixto, fue 
asesinado por negarse a encubrir “los negocios ilegales y millonarios que 
se negocian día a día en Banrural”. Colom, que asumió la presidencia 
de Guatemala hace menos de un año y medio, dijo en la entrevista que 
no ha pensado en renunciar porque fue electo y porque además no está 
sujeto a ningún juicio. La renuncia de Colom fue exigida durante una 
protesta en las afueras de la Casa Presidencial por familiares y amigos 
de Rosenberg, que además le gritaron “asesino”. EFE

México plantea 
reformas contra crisis 


El Secretario de Hacienda de México, Agustín Carstens, adelantó 
que el Gobierno de su país probablemente acometerá en el segundo 
semestre del año reformas estructurales para hacer frente a la crisis 
económica. En la XXXIX Conferencia de las Américas, que se celebra 
en el Departamento de Estado de EE.UU., Carstens no dio detalles sobre 
el tipo de reformas que México estudia impulsar y en declaraciones a la 
prensa únicamente dijo que el Gobierno efectuará “aquellas reformas 
que puedan generar más empleo en el más corto plazo”. 

Carstens justificó después de su intervención la actuación del Go- 
bierno mexicano para hacer frente a la crisis económica así como las 
previsiones que elaboró y en las que subestimó la gravedad de la misma. 
En su discurso, Carstens explicó que la epidemia del virus AHIN1 afec- 
tará este año negativamente a la economía mexicana, si bien aseguró 
que ese efecto será “transitorio”. El titular de Hacienda afirmó que la 
repercusión de la gripe A se está notando ya en la actividad económica 
del país, especialmente en ciertos sectores como la restauración, la in- 
dustria del entretenimiento, el turismo y la aviación. Carstens subrayó 
que a raíz de la epidemia del nuevo virus, que afecta ya a 2,386 personas 
en México y se há cobrado 60 víctimas mortales, el Producto Interior 
Bruto (PIB) del país se reducirá en un 0.3% este año. EFE

Mexico City businesses say flu has hurt them 


Mexico’s leading business 
association said that firms in this 
capital registered losses of 15 billion 
pesos ($1.15 billion) over the past 
two weeks due to the paralysis in 
their activities associated with the 
swine flu outbreak blamed for 56 
deaths in the country. The president 
of the Coparmex group, Juan de 
Dios Barba, told a press conference 
that retailing, tourism, services and 
industry were all affected by a drop 
of nearly 35 percent in economic ac- 
tivity in Greater Mexico City, home 
to some 20 million people. 

He warned that if measures are 
not taken, in the next two or three 
months some 50,000 jobs will be 
lost, mainly in the small and me- 
dium firms, which were left without 
liquidity during the period when 
the AHINI virus has been affect- 
ing the country, killing 56 people 
and resulting in 2,003 instances of 
the disease. Twenty percent of the 
335,000 registered businesses in the 
capital have had “serious problems” 
as a consequence of the flu outbreak, 
Barba said.

Mexico says it did 
not hide outbreak 


The Mexican government said 
that it did not hide information 
about the swine flu outbreak, deny- 
ing Fidel Castro's accusation that 
officials here delayed sounding the 
alert about the outbreak to ensure 
a planned visit by U.S. President 
Barack Obama would not be can- 
celed. “I believe we emphasized, 
told even in great detail the entire 
history of the cases to WHO (World 
Health Organization),” Mexican 
Health Secretary Jose Angel Cor- 
dova told a journalist when asked 
for comment on the matter. “There 
has never been any hiding (of any- 
thing). That is what I can say,” he 
said, adding in response to a second 
question that it is Mexico’s foreign 
ministry that must analyze whether 
it will reply to the retired Cuban 
leader, who was formally succeeded 
last year by younger brother Raul 
Castro. 

Fidel Castro’s accusation sur- 
faced Monday night in an article that 
appeared on a Cuban government 
Website. “The Mexican authorities 
did not inform the world (of) the 
presence of it (the flu epidemic) 
awaiting Obama’s visit. Now they 
are threatening us with suspending 
that of (Mexican) President (Felipe) 
Calderon” to Cuba, the 82-year- 
old Castro said. He referred to the 
comments of the Mexican president 
about the possibility that the latter 
might not travel to the island as he 
had planned in the middle of this 
year after a decision by the Cuban 
government to suspend flights to 
and from Mexico due to the AHINI 
virus epidemic.

Careers in high finance were once the top picks for 
ambitious young men and women, particularly from 
immigrant families. The current economic crisis is for- 
cing many of them to turn to more stable careers such as 
medicine, finds a recent survey. At 28, Nelson does not 
exude the confidence you’d expect from someone whose 
bank balance statement reads $103,873. 

Nelson, who didn’t want his last name to be used lest 
it jeopardize his job chances, says that was his balance in 
2008 before the implosion on Wall Street. Now it’s about 
half of that. He will also tell you that his unemployment 
check is “only” $1,800 a month before taxes, when just a 
few years back, he says, “I was making $105,000 a year” 
as a research analyst on Wall Street. “In the financial 
world, you can go from $50,000 a year to $2 million in 
under 10 years,” he said. 

Nelson didn’t stay long enough to see if that would 
happen to him. He got laid off in 2004, at age 23, and 
returned to the San Francisco Bay Area, where he grew 
up. Then he began mining every opportunity he had, hop- 
ing to fatten his savings, working at such corporations as 
Gap Inc. and a Canadian bank. But last September, when 
Lehman Brothers crashed, Nelson decided it was best 
that he look at other options.He is now taking pre-med 
courses at a community college in the Bay Area, planning 
to become a doctor. Why that profession? 

“Because I’ll have at least an upper middle-class 
lifestyle for the rest of my life,” Nelson said frankly. “I 
grew up in Oakland. I knew what life was like on the 
other side of the tracks. I don’t want to experience that 
again.” 

A California Young Adult Workforce Survey con- 
ducted recently with funding from The California Well- 
ness Foundation suggests that youngsters now consider 
the health care sector to be the most likely place to find 
a good-paying job with benefits.
